SOURCE OF ACTIVITY: 


On Monday, December 8th, 2014, my partner (Sergeant Reyes) and | (Officer 
Trujillo) were assigned to the Hollywood BID as FB-5. We were working as 
contracted, uniformed security officers for the Hollywood Business 
Improvement District (H.B.I.D.) / Andrews International 6801 Hollywood 
Boulevard Hollywood, CA. 90028 (323) 465-0122. 


INVESTIGATION: 


On 12/08/20104, at about 1350 Hours, we were dispatched to 1247 Vine Street 
(Numero Uno Mexican Restaurant) regarding a vandalism in progress inside the 
location. 


When we arrived to the listed location, we were advised, via hand held radio, 
that the owner of the restaurant (R/P Martin Mercado) was on foot forwarding 
the suspect (later identified as S/ Nicholas Cogburn DOB: 10/18/1980) who was 
in the area of Cahuenga Boulevard and Ivar Street. 


As we were arrived in the area of where the suspect was last seen. We were 
flagged down by R/P Mercado, Mercado told me that as he was in the kitchen of 
the restaurant, his wife (later identified V/ Albia Mercado) screamed out to him 
to come to the front of the restaurant dining area. R/P Mercado stated V/ 
Mercado told him that Cogburn has been vandalizing their restaurant by 
beginning to throw numerous chairs and umbrellas around in their restaurant 
dining area after being asked to pay for his meal. R/P Mercado said he 
attempted to calm Coburn down, but was unsuccessful. R/P Mercado stated that 
is when he lunged toward his wife, striking his hands and arm area knocking 
her cellular telephone off her hand and causing it to fall to the floor damaging 
it. R/P Mercado then gave chase after Coburn attempting to detain him, as per 
837 PC (Private Persons Arrest), causing Coburn to run from the location. 


ARREST 


R/P Mercado said he and other friend followed Coburn to the area of Ivar Street 
and Cahuenga Boulevard, quickly notifying BID Patrol of their updated location. 
A we explained to R/P Mercado of the 837 PC- (Private Persons Arrest), Mercado 
read, understood and signed the Private Persons Arrest form, see attached 
form. 


R/P Mercado was then escorted in the area of Cahuenga Boulevard and Sunset 
Boulevard were R/P Mercado pointed at S/ Cogburn and positively identified him 
as being the suspect. 


We then coordinated with BID Officer Carrasquillo and Nam of the location of 
Cogburn. At that time, we detained Cogburn on the east sidewalk of 6340 
Sunset Boulevard (CNN Building). 

ARREST: 

We advised Cogburn that we were placing him under “Private Person’s Arrest”, 
as per 837 Penal Code - (Private Person’s Arrest - Authority To Arrest / see- 
attached form) for 242 Penal Code - (Battery on a Person). Cogburn was 
handcuffed (adjusted /double locked for safety and comfort) without incident. 
CITE and RELEASE: 

LAPD, Hollywood Patrol Officer Cheng (#37166) 6A64 responded to our 
location. Cheng confirmed Cogburn’s identification, via C.L.E.T.S. (California 
Law Enforcement Telecommunication). Cogburn was then transferred to LAPD 


custody, as per 847 PC. Where Cogburn will be booked for 242 PC - (Battery) 
and will be awaiting a future court date 


ADDITIONAL: 


Cogburn has no prior contact / arrest with this department or B.1.D. Officers.
